Verdict of Acquittal for John and Wm. 
Thomas at Lawton, Oklahoma. 


*THE TRIAL JUDGE DISPLEASED 


Lawton, Okla., 
March 
18.—Not 
guilty was the verdict read at 5:30 
o ’clock this afternoon in the case of 
the brothers, J. F. Thomas of this 
city and W illiam Thomas of Chico, 
Texas, charged with the murder of 
Dr. F. D. BeaucTT&mp at the Rock 
Island station in-this city on the ev­ 
ening of Janury 15 last. The jury 
had been out for the past nineteen 
hours. 
It was a complete victory for 
the defense and the brothers were im­ 
mediately 
released. 
The verdict 
came as an entire surprise. 
Not two 
months before the supreme court of 
the state had denied bail to the de 
fense on the evidence taken at the 
preliminary hearing and carried to 
the higher tribunal on habeas corpus 
proceedings. 
At the time the verdict 
was rendered there were but few peo­ 
ple in the courtroom, many people 
having given up hopes of a verdict 
for the day, believing that the result 
would be a hung jury. Only the near 
friends and relatives of the defend­ 
ants and some of the deceased s re 
latices ware present. 
The Thomas 
family and near friends received the 
announcement with 
shouts of joy 
The Beauchamps appeared astound 
a. 
The 
defendants thanked the 
court and jury. When they approach­ 
ed Trial Judge M. E. Rosser he 
stated that he had tried to be fair 
during the trial but could not agree 
with the verdict 
“ I feel that such of­ 
fenses should be punished,” stated 
the judge, “ in order to stop the too 
free use 
of 
weapons.” 
Another 
brother of the deceased physician ar­ 
rived in Lawton tonight and it is 
freely predicted that the result of the 
trial today will tend to continue the 
Beaucliamp-Thomas feud. 
HISTORY OF THE CASE. 
The story of the double Thomas- 
Beauchamp tragedy began 
in the 
town of Mangum, in Greer county, a 
number 
of 
years 
ago. 
Charles 
Thomas, a brother of J. F. and Wm. 
Thomas, was an extensive lumber 
dealer. 
Dr. Beauchamp w-as an eye 
specialist just developing a practice. 
Both were men of family. 
Beau­ 
champ had a pretty wife and two 
small children. 
He was devotedly 
attached to his family and had every 
apparent reason 
for 
trusting the 


ter a crowded train at H obart one 
day, Beauchamp came face to face 
with Thomas seated next to the win­ 
dow,enroute to Mangum. 
Both men reached for their revolv­ 
ers, but Beauchamp was the quicker 
and he pierced the body of his enemy 
with several bullets. 
This occurred 
Feb. 15, 1907. - 
Confined in the county jail at Ho­ 
bart for several months, Beauchamp 
was finally granted the privilege of 
making bond and, within five min­ 
utes after the privilege was granted, 
the bond was raised. 
From Hobart 
he came to Lawton and opened an of­ 
fice for the practice of eye, ear and 
throat specialist. Another office had 
been opened at Hobart, and on the 
day of the killing he had started to 
Mangum,his former home, to open a 
third, expecting to practice in all 
three cities. 
He had talked some of 
leaving the state entirely immediately 
after his trial. 
Although having lived in Lawton 
with his wife and family for four or 
five months in tho same town with ose 
of the men who killed him, John F. 
Thomas, no trouble had ever arisen 
between them. 
Several days before the last killing 
William Thomas, another brother, of 
Chico, Texas, arrived in Lawton for 
visit with John and. for the purpose 
it is claimed, to assist in securing 
evidence in the case against Beau­ 
champ, which was set for the spring 
term of court at Hobart. 
With this end in view, it is stated, 
William Thomas had gone to the 
Rock Island station, accompanied by 
his brother, when they saw Beau­ 
champ, their brother’s slayer. 
Beauchamp carried in his hands a 
physician’s case, a typewriter, and a 
specialty sign, and had started with 
the crowd to meet the incoming train. 
Alleging now that Beauchamp had 
started to set this luggage down and 
reach for his gun, W illiam Thomas 
states that he opened fire from the 
rear to protect his brother. 
The 
brother, turning, and 
seeing that 
both men had pistols drawn, added 
his gun to the shooting.

were fired, four by Will and two by 
John, and five of them entered the 
body of the physician, all from the

A L D R IC H B IL L P A S S E S S E N A T E . 


The Amended Measure Goes Through 


by 42 to 13. 


Washington, March 28.— The A l­ 
drich currency bill was passed by 
the Senate yesterday by a vote of 
42 to IG— in the main a party vote. 
Previous to the taking of the vote 
on the Aldrich bill, a vote was tak­ 
en on the Bailey substitute, author­ 
izing the Government, instead of Na­ 
tional banks, to issue the emergen­ 
cy circluation for which the bill 
called. 
The vote on the substitute 
stood 42 to 13, and this vote Was en­ 
tirely partisan, even Senator La Fol­ 
lette casting his vote with the Re­ 
publicans. 
The bill had been before 
the Senate since January 2. 
The 
vote was not reached until after G 
p. rn., and the galleries were prac­ 
tically empty. 
' 
t 
As passed, the Dill provides for 
not more than,$500,000,0OO of emer­ 
gency currency, to be issued by Na­ 
tional hanks upon the deposit by 
them of State, county and munici­ 
pal bonds to be approved bv the Sec­ 
retary of the Treasury. 
The cur­ 
rency is to be issued with a view of 
securing an equitable distribution of 
the currency over tile United States 
and in accordance with the unim­ 
paired capital and surplus of banks 
in each State. 
Banks are to pay for 
this emergency circulation one-half 
of one per cent a month during the 
first four months it is circulated, and 
afterward three-fourths of one per 
cent a month. 
H ie bill provides that National 
banks shall pay not less than one 
per cent on Government bonds de­ 
posited with them. 
As amended, the bill carries an 
important change in banking laws 
relating 
to 
bank 
reserves. 
This 
amendment provides that of the 15 
per cent reserve required to be kept 
in banks not in reserve cities, four- 
fit tbs of this is to be kept in the 
vaults of tilt1 banks, and of that 
amount one-third can he in the form 
of securities of the kind required. 
B y another amendment agreed to 
yesterday it was agreed that one-half 
of one per cent interest to be charged 
be reduced from six to four months, 
after which three-fourths of one per 
cent is to be charged until redeemed.

PLANTING SUGAR BEETS 


Some Fundamental Facts About Beet 
Raising. 


Since experiments in the produc­ 
tion of sugar beets are to be made 
in some parts of Texas this year, 
any information on the *yu5ject 
would be welcome. 
In this connec­ 
tion the News desires to call atten­ 
tion to a few very salient points bear­ 
ing on this industry. 
Before the 
production of sugar beets becomes a 
profitable industry in a community, 
a beet sugar factory must be estab­ 
lished near enough to make certain 
a market for the beets. 
In order to 
secure the establishment of such a 
factory, it must be demonstrated be­ 
yond doubt that the soil will not 
only produce beets, but that they 
(ire of suitable quality for sugar- 
making, as there are some soils which 
produce beets that are so barren of 
saccharine matter that they are un­ 
fit to make sugar from at a profit. 
If the purity of the beet is high, the 
cost of manufacturing sugar from it 
is proportionately less. 
In many 
factories beets are bought on a slid­ 
ing scale, according to their sugar 
content ar d purity. 
It has been found to be the safest 
and best plan, where it was desired 
that a factory be established, to have 
an expert sent for the purpose 
making examination of the soil upon 
which the beets are to be grown 
and for the further purpose of ex­ 
amining the plants that have been 
produced by the experimenters, and ; 
to instruct them iii the most ap­ 
proved methods of production. 
Of 
course the sugar factory capitalist j 
must know these things before he | 
will consider tho building of a fac- j 
tory. 
Ile must also know the prob­ 
able yield per acre, and will demand 
that an organization be created that 
will guarantee the production of a 
certain number of tons for a definite 
time. 
People of a locality desiring 
a factory must be prepared to fur­ 
nish such information. 
The best 
plan of accomplishing this is by or­ 
ganizing all interested into an ef­ 
fective system for promotion and for 
experimental purposes. The experi­ 
ment of, testing the land and pro­ 
ducing beets should be made under 
the supervision of a practical fac­ 
tory and beet-growing expert. Exact 
data should he secured as to field, 
sugar .content and the purity of j 
beets; also as to the character of the 
seasons and other conditions. 
It is 
generally necessary for the associa- 
lion to raise sufficient funds for cap­ 
italizing the experiment and to de­ 
fray the expenses of working it out. i 
At least, these have been the meth­ 
ods which have succeeded best iii 
communities where they have been 
^ tided. 
The sugar factory investor 
s 
will not only insist on ascertaining 
that plants of the right quality and 
quantity can be grown in the com­ 
munity, but he must have assurance 
that in the event of his building a 
factory, they will be grown. 
Ile 
will insist on contracts with a suffi­ 
cient number of farmers to guaran­ 
tee an adequate supply of beets. 
The object of the experiments now 
about to be conducted iii Texas, as 
the News understands it, is to see 
if the soil in these localities is adapt­ 
ed to growing sugar beets. 
After 
this has been ascertained it will be

Some Important Suggestions as to Salt 
ing Stock. 
The requirement that all cattle, 
horses and sheep grazing under per­ 
mit on the National Forests be given 
salt at frequent intervals is a regu­ 
lation which has been found to go a 
long way in protecting the range and 
conserving the forage crop. 
Experience has shown that the 
want of salt makes stock restless. 
If cattle and horses are not supplied 
as they needed it, they roam and 
wander, 
haunting 
old 
salting 
grounds used in previous seasons, 
trampling the forage plants instead 
of eating them, pawing the ground, 
and in other ways injuring the 
range. But if their cravings are sup­ 
plied they scatter peacefully over 
the pasture grounds and feed at 
their leisure. 
Salt is so necessary to the easy 
and profitable handling of sheep on 
the range that no flockmaster would 
think of getting along without it. 
If sheep do not receive their usual 
supply it is only with great difficul­ 
ty that they can be held in bonds 
or kept in same at night. 
So far as 
sheep are concerned, no regulation 
by law is really necessary, because 
the owners, for their own con 
venience, will salt their flocks. 
But 
cattle are not herded, and the own­ 
ers might neglect to salt them, if 
the regulations were not strictly en­ 
forced. 
Stock on different ranges require 
varying quantities of salt. 
Sheep 
need less on dry range than on green. 
An average quantity for 1000 head i 
of sheep would be from 1000 to 
1500 pounds each year.

The lower part only of a petticoat is 
stiffened, as the softer the bodice part 
cf any undergarment the more com­ 
fortable it is to the wearer. 
B u t two- 
thirds of the skirt should be stiffened. 
The degree of starch used depends 
on th« Quality of the material, but as 
these skirts are frequently made of 
airly strong muslin they require less 
stiffening than thin material. 


I hey may be stiffened in equal parts 
of starch and water, or at least two­ 
of starch to one-third of water, unless 
they are desired very stiff, when they 
must be dipped in full starch. They 
should then be dried and damped and 
they are ready for ironing.

F o r something like eighteen years 
the good, patient citizens of 
this 
town have been battling with the wa­ 
ter question. 
Eighteen years is a 
long time to wrestle with one ques­ 
tion, but Decatur people are a p a ­ 
tient people; 
a people that accept 
promises and pledges a Tule quicker 
and hold to them longer than the 
citizens of any m unicipality this side 
of Easy town or J ay Ville.

But this patience is now worn th re a d ­ 
bare, and the people demand water. 
W e call attention to an article1 in to ­ 
d ay 's Messenger from the H onorable 
City Council. 
The article calls for 
an election, to be held April 28, to 
decide on a bond issue for the p u r­ 
pose of erecting a 60,000-gallon tank, 
in which water will be stored for 
“ fire purposes o n ly ” at the princely 
price of $50 per month.

the water tower at a cost of some $4,-

high

tract th at will give us water every 
day in the week, w ater to drink, wa­ 
ter for fire protection, at a reaso n ­ 
able rate, is to the liking of this peo­ 
ple. 
Eighteen long years a victim of 
a one-sided game has awakened this 
good, patient people, and it is now up 
to them. 
The present owner of the 
water company is in no way respon­ 
sible for this long drawn-out suffer­ 
ing; he only recently acquired control 
of the business. 
Mr. B aum gaertner

tic citizen, he has invested thousands 
of dollars in sinking wells and equip­ 
ping the plant, and now th at his com­

Seems to Spread— The City is Un­ 


der Martial Law. 


New York, April 8.—Last night’s 
dispatches from Lisbon, Portugal, 
say: 
The excitement caused by the elec­ 
tion rioting in this city Sunday even 
ing, in which seven persons were 
killed and IOO wounded, has by no 
means subsided. 
There is consid­ 
erable consternation in Government­ 
al circles and the most extreme pre­ 
cautions are being continued. 
The 
streets of Lisbon swarm with troops. 
Regiments of infantry and batteries 
of artillery bold Cameos Square and 
Pedro Square. 
The streets are pa­ 
trolled by cavalry, and mounted lan­ 
cers are massed at the street cor­ 
ners. 
Two battalions of infantry and 
two companies of light cavalry were 
hurriedly ordered into Lisbon this 
morning to reinforce the local garri­ 
son. 
The city was in more or less 
a state of terror all last night. Bands 
of men roamed through the lower 
quarters and there was considerable 
plundering in the early morning 
hours. 
Troops are on the trail of 
the marauders, and have succeeded 
in dispersing them and driving them 
into hiding. 
Tonight the 
military are 
en­ 
camped in the streets/ and even 
greater precautions than last night 
have been taken against probable up­ 
risings. 
Artillery has been mount­ 
ed in the squares, and the monarch­ 
ist newspaper offices are especially 
strongly guarded. 
Premier Ferreira today gave out a 
statement to tile public, in which he 
said that order must breserved. and 
that the Government is prepared to 
adopt the most stringent measures to 
insure public peace and safety.

Abolishes the Cannon 
Law 
Rule of 
Practice. 
Washington, April 7.—With only 
one vote recorded against—that of 
Mr. Littlefield of Maine—the House 
of Representatives yesterday, under 
suspension of the rules, passed the 
Sterling employers’ liability bill aft­ 
er forty minutes’ debate. 
In brief, 
the bill establishes the doctrine that 
the railroad companies engaged in 
interstate commerce are liable for 
personal injuries received by em­ 
ployes in the service of such car­ 
riers. 
It abolishes the strict com­ 
mon law rule of liability, whi^k 
bars a recovery for the personal in­ 
jury or death of an employe occa­ 
sioned by the negligence of a fel­ 
low servant. 
It also relaxes the eommoTi law 
rules, which makes contributory neg­ 
ligence a defense to claim for such 
injuries. 
A provision, however, fii- 
minishes the amount of recovery in 
the same degree that the negligence 
of the injured one contributed to tile 
injury. The bill further makes each 
party responsible for his own neg­ 
ligence, and requires each to bear 
the burden thereof. 
The hill as 
passed by the House was transmitted 
to the Senate in the day, and on 
motion ct Senator Dolliver was laid 
on the table subject to being called 
up at any time.
